Applicant's Remark, filed on 6/1/06 has been fully considered and are not persuasive. First of all, examnier apologi s for the mistake of 
stating claimed range as "60nm or I ss M while it is "60nm or greater" However, in the body of rejection it is considered as 60nm or 
greater. 

As far as rejection of claims with prior art of Hsu, examiner presents that Hsu teaches a range of value of electron transport layer which 
is 5-100nm and further teaches preferred range of 20-80 nm, which is considered as specific range, since preferred means prior art 
specifically found out that for their device thickness of the electron transpot layer should have value starting from 20nm to 80nm 
including all intermediate values, which overlaps the claimed range. Applicant's citation of Federal circuit decision is not persuasive in 
this case, particularly in light of this particular situation. 

Further Applicant contends that Pani layer should be considered , however, Pani layer adjacent to anode layer is a hole injecting layer (as mentioned in 
lines 17-23 of column 1 of Hsu patent. Further applicant claims "total thickness of electron transporting layer and the light emitting layer", does not 
include hole injection layer.
